The Hartford Convention and Nulli­ 
fication in South Carolina. 


IH B PEACE COirVENTIOli IN 1861. 


The im portance of holding conventlons to con- 
enlt as to the general welfare datca back to colo­ 
nial times, in 1760 th$ BrlMsh M inistry resolved 
«pon the expulsion of the French from the Ohio, 
and tney recommended union among the colonies 
for their m utual delence. 
A convention ot dele­ 
gates from seven of the colonies assembled at Al­ 
bany, }n this State, to hold a conlerence with the 
Five Nations, whose friendship would be of tlio 
'greatest valae m prosecuting a w ar against the 
French. A program m e, which w as.to have the 
■enction of ParU am ent to give it efficiency, was 
recommended, hy which representatives chosen by 
the colonies were to have power to raise forces by 
land and sea, levy Imposts and taxes and appoint 
officers—the grand council to consist of lorty-clght 
mem bers, distributed among 
eleven colonies, 
n nder a president 
to bo 
appointed by the 
Crown. The plan of this confederation turned 
out to be 
unacceptable 
to

parties. 
It 
was not approved In this country on account of 
th e large powers given to the President, depend­ 
en t as he would be on the home governm ent; and 
It was not approved in England because of the 
im patience m anifested at th at time, and for years 
before, ofihe control exercised by Parliam ent in

it was considered th at an or- 
ganlaatlun of the kind proposed would be danger­ 
ous to the aothority of the m other country and 
the result was the scheme was abandoned.

The n ex t convention held was in referencc-to 
the commercial Interests of the sta te s bordering 
on Chesapeake Bay. 
It assembled at Annapolis,

constitution.

Co-operation In this good work would 
lead to m aterial dopeudence, respect and good will 
aud tend m ore to the elevation and development 
01 tbe colored people than all other possible ex ­ 
pedients.” This language, coming from a distin­ 
guished Snutbern man, shows how willing the edu­ 
cated classes/are to do justice to tbe negro, aud 
places at fanit the views ot tho.se who attribute 
to tn. m a desire to keep tne blacks lu a degraded 
condition, 
in calnng a national convention all 
par.y lines should be ignored and past fallares, 
errors and m ishaps forgotten.. All good citizens, 
w ithout regard to political leanings, should unite 
In the cause of order, honesty, intelligence and 
virtue in the governifient oi the Bouthern Btates.

again and show the spirit which sent Wash- 
mton and Lee into the field, Jefferson, Henry 
and Calhoun into the Senate. 
Let us, then, approach this question in a 
spirit of courage and justice. 
Let us profit 
by what William HI. did after the Revolution, 
and by the wisdom of Napoleon and the late 
Bourbons when they came to power on what 
seemed the ruins of France.

The influence of the press as a lywmm or 
forum for the exchauge of opinion and the 
ultimóte discovery of truth was u#ver more 
clearly illustrated than in the discussion 
which is now taking place in the columns of 
the H e r a l d upon tho authorship of the plays 
attributed to Shakespeare. 
This attrition of 
opinion against opinion is, p.rhaps, the 
surest way of obtaiuing light, and by tight 
truth. 
All sides ot a question are presented, 
every form of an idea has a heariug and new 
views come from new minds. 
Tho arguments 
of Mr. Boucicault and Mr. White on the 
Shakespeariau side of the controversy, as pre­ 
sented yesterday, were models 9f clear, original, 
concise thinking. 
Tho opinions we present this morning on 
the same subject are full of merit. 
Mr. 
Brougham makes the strong point against 
Bacon that he was too much employed in the 
pursuits of philosophy and law to write plays.

course—the object being to reduce to submis- 
siou the Turcomans of the desert to the

Doubtless the investigations which the Rus­ 
sians are still making in that country will yet 
give much further light on the highly inter­ 
esting topic of the hydrography of that part 
of the world.
